This se- ms impossible, as evidently 
all the farm ers in that neighborhood 
would be dead. 
1 will not a nsw er this 
by saying "It is claimed by one who 
i- posted,” but will q uote to you the 
word of the commission m em bers ap- 
pointed by the governor of Ohio to in­ 
vestigate the feasibility of 
erecting 
sanatoria for tuberculosis within the 
state. They say: “Inq uiries were also 
m ade in » he town of Rutland. Mass. 
The replies w ere ALL to the effect 
that no prejudice 
exists against,

- ate sanatorium, which is located 1 Vi» 
miles distant. 
The proprietor of one

iaiportant natu re are in progress in 
the mou ntain region to the eastw ard 
T he movement was precipitated 
by 
the Ru ssians, who last week sent ou t 
two divisions and occu pied well a d ­ 
vanced positions. 
The Japanese a t­ 
tacked these positions in force. 
The 
R u ssians retired slowly , fighting, and 
Thu rsday evening w ere driven within 
their fortified line. 
The latest dis­ 
patches prophesied heavy fighting on 
Friday . 
General Ku ropatktn in a dispatch 
dated Feb. 23 sends a report that 20 
Japan ese torpedo boats and a large 
w arship are ou their way to Vladi- 
vostok. 
Tsinkhetchen, via Mu kden. Feb. 25 
— T here was fighting along the whole 
line in this district. 
The Japanese, 
continu ing their persistent and sy s­ 
tem atic advance, drove in the Ru ssian 
vangu ard and cam e in tou ch with Ru s­ 
sian fortified positions. 
A stu bborn 
com bat is expected, the Japanese ap­ 
parently Intending to attem pt to drive 
ou t the Ru ssians and captu re their re­ 
dou bts. 
The Ja pa n ese are circling 
eastw ard. 
Ge ne ral Engage me nt Ex pe c te d. 
Shenking, M anchu ria, via Mu kden, 
Feb. 25.—it is reported that the J a p­ 
anese are closing in on the Ru ssian 
east Hank. 
As a resu lt of this move­ 
m ent it is possible that there will be 
either a general engagem ent 
or 
at 
least a cou nter m ovem ent by the Ru s­ 
sians along some part of the line, es­ 
pecially if the Japan ese have retu rned 
to their original 
tactics of making 
flanking m ovem ents from the mou n­ 
tains. 
For the past three weeks the Ru s­ 
sians have su ffered no m aterial dis­ 
tu rbance, with the exception of com­ 
paratively u nim portant damage to the 
railroad and to a bridge near Knan- 
chia pass as the resu lt of Japanese 
raids. 
Reports of activity at Vladivostok 
in anticipation of an attack on that 
place by the Japan ese are confirmed, 
bu t the town continu es in its accu s 
tou ted gay ety , in which the civil and 
military 
elpm ents 
participate. 
The 
channels of bu siness continu e there in 
their normal condition, notw ithstand­ 
ing the fact that the stringent patrol 
by the Japanese of the straits between 
the island of Shakhalin and the coast 
of Japan has completely interru pted 
the movements of shipping. 


Politic al Re v olt Spre ading. 
St Fetersbu rg, Feb. 25.—The begin­ 
nings of a very dangerou s m ovem ent 
have been observed among the peasan­ 
try of some of the sou thern provinces 
where revolu tionary agitators are cir­ 
cu lating reports that the em peror will 
on March 1 issu e a manifesto provid­ 
ing for a general division of lands. 
A 
new allotment has been the dream of 
the Mou jiks ever since em ancipation, 
and, according to private reports, the 
stories have spread like wild fire and 
are Implicitly believed. 
In the govern­ 
ment of Tu l a, a large proprietor w en’, 
to his estate last week and fou nd the 
peasants at work m easu ring off and 
staking their shares. 
In response to 
his demands for an explanation they 
told him of the coming manifesto. 
Re­ 
fu sing to listen to his declaration tha* 
the report was absu rd, they wou ld only 
say “ We have beard the ’Little F a ther’ 
has decided." 
When the proprietor 
asked what wou ld become of him, they 
replied. “Oh, wo will leave y ou the 
bu ildings and 40 acres.” 


Dange r Sign in Rural Dis tric ts . 
Once the peasantry become posesaed 
of the Idea that the emperor has willed 
a division of land it will be exceeding­ 
ly difficu lt to disabu se their minds, and 
Agrarian trou bles on a large scale are 
(?ared. The Mou jiks are likely to tu rn 
npon the proprietors as they did sev­ 
eral y ears ago in the provinces of Sar- 
atoff and Poltava, when almost com­ 
plete anarchy reigned for some time 
Among the reservists agitators are 
spreading the story tha' the war is 
over. 
A case is cited which occu rred 
a fortnight ago at Riazan, where 20o 
reservis’s who had been called in flat­ 
ly told the officer they did not intend 
to serve, “The war is over" said the 
/eader; "w e know y ou simply want to 
m ake money ou t. of a contract for feed­ 
ing u s. 
W e will not serve." and off 
they marched. 
An instance is also 
given of reservists who left a train 
after they had been started for th^ 
front. 
Private reports also leave no room 
for dou bt that the s t r i k e in the whole 
region below Moscow are a,most en­ 
tirely political in character.

m er season the “little gnat" is more 
or less annoy ing. 
The w ater found on 
the island, either in the springs, which 
a re few. or in tl^- drilled wells, is e \ 
cel len t. and the general sanitation of 
the island is good 
Several medicinal 
springs are located there. 
T he natives 
them selves 
compose 
the chief laboring class, doing most 
ol the manual labor 
In all cases they 
are industrious and well disposed and
